AMERICAN LADY DOCTOR'S GRAPHIC STORY.

November 17, 5.40 p.m. 

Av Amorican lady dootor named Cecile Grelle, a graduate of 
Cornell University, telegraphing from Bixerta, says she was the 
only Amorican o3bin passenger on the Ancona, the four others be- 
ing Italians, Lanch had just finished, sho aid, whon they heard 6 
rash on deck and the engines slowing down. Dr. Grolle, on ascond- 
ing to the deck, beard the vhizz of « shell, which fell on the after- 
deck, a aaw a huge submarine dangerously near with four huge guns 
in the conning tower and another io the fore part. No warning was 
given the liner, which slowed dowo immediately tha first chot was 
fired. 


Dr. Grelle reached the cabin, and while trying to opens trunk 
she heard tho port hole crash inwards and felt the whizz of a shell 
overhead. ‘It jumped,” abe saya’ and eaw the stewardess fall dead 
before the door, having been struck by a shrapnel ballet. Thinking 
that death was unavo'dable I donned a awonter, tied my bonnet on 
my head, grasped a basket of trinkets ani atarted to search for a life 
boat. I waaalone on the osbin deck, and not a soul commanded 
the passengers below; chaos reigned there. 1 went to where two 
lite-boste wore being lowered, but thoy refased me, eaying they 
wore full, though there were not more than twonty ocoupanta, while

the bosta were marked for fifty. 


“The firat boat fell into the aea, the occupants being drowned. 
Remarkably few wers provided with lifobolta, I saw another boat 
being lowered and jumped twenty feet. Gauging thedistance exactly, 
I landed in the centre of the boat uninjared, still grasping my 
basket of trinkete, Another woman immigrant jumpod head f re- 
moti and fell into the sen. Idragged her in, ber both legs being 

roken. : 


“Tho first shot shattered the bridge. Others followed 
quickly. Timbers sere falling on sll sides, avd evoryw here 
there waa cOnfusion and penic. 1 sow dozens fall dead 
and wounded on the deck. I waa perfectly oalm and started 
for the purser’s office on the second class deck to got my mousy. 
found him dead before hia desk. Whole parte of the second olasa 
deck bad falien into the sea. The wounde1 and dead lay every- 
where, inclading many women and children. I returned to the 
cabin to get my passport and my jourcey was made amid falling 
ghota and the screamea of women who were grauping st my ankles 
imploring help. Woe started to row, expecting to be killed, for the 
shella were striking the boats, killing ani injuring the passengers. 
We caw the track of the torpedo which bit the Ancona, There 
was 6 terrific explosion, the liner turned “turtle,” and sank in 
seven minutes, Our boat was rowed towards Mossina, snd waa 
leaking badly. The women aod children clung to me, sbrieking 
I bailed the water and tried to quicton them. After 
four houra we sighted a boat without rowers which waa leaking snd 
sinking, Our offizer, revolver in hand, ordered hia mon to rescue 
them. A F.ench cruiser eaw our flares in the evening and sescoed us.”

The men leading the army in France wore in 
nowise a failare, [¢ was a great feat to reduce Germany's 
tramendous military machine to temporary, and perhaps permanent, 
impotence. 

Lord Sydenham spoke of the failure to realise expectations at 
Loos which was a repetition of Nenve Chapelle. 

The Esrl of Crewe declined to disoauss the battle of Loa aa it 
was still a subject of close military enquiry by the higheat 
authorities. No great victory. conli be expected nowadaya by 
breaking a line of front for six or aeven miles, for thas enormously 
long front must be broken.

Thomas ‘Bucknill, formerly a 
Jodge of. the King’s Bench 
Division, died on October 4 in 
hie 7lat-year at Hylands House, 
Epsom, after a long period of 
bad health, He fought hard 
against the illneea which led him 
to resign in the apring of last 

ear aud it had been hoped by 
bie former colleagues on the 
Bench and at the Bar that he 
would recover anufliciently to 
enjoy for a considerable time the 
outdoor life of which be slwaya 
spoke with euch enthusiaem, Hie 
baart, however, had been weaken- 
ed by work snd his uawilling- 
ness to become an invalid led 
bim to activities which, perhaps, 
heetened the progress. of his 
malady. : . 

Thomas Townsend Bockaill 
may bo classed with. tha Judges
